Speaking slowly ‘and rather 
shyly, he chatted with us for a 
fow moments and asked us if 
we would dike some tea. Then 
he walked away as slowly as he 
talked. In the whirl of: the 
exciting evening he alone moved 
Mke a man who is master of his 
time. . 

Although as ‘head of the Special 
British Mission to the Bolshevik 
Government I was then on com- 
paratively friendly terms with 
mast of its members, I had no 
contact with Stalin. He was 
then 39 and spoke Russian with 
a strong Georgian accent. It 


never entered my mind that this: 


son of a poor cobbler father and 
a washerwoman mother would 
one day become the master of 
half the world. Indeed, if. in 
May 1918 anyone had suggested 
that Stalin weuld succeed Lenin 
as leader of the party, every 
Bolshevik, including Lenin him- 
self, would have laughed. 

Although he had been a revo- 
lutionary since the age of 
nineteen and. had suffered im- 
prisonment more than once, 
he had only the barest acquain- 
tance with the — brilliant intel- 
lectual leaders, most.-of whom 
hid spent many years in foreign 
He had never lived 
abroad. *- 

In 1907 he had visited London 
and’ had met Trotsky, whom he 
disiiked from their first: mect- 
ing. His longest stay in a 
foreign country was the month 
or two he spent in Austria in 


1919--when - ho--visited-Lenin— in-- 


Cracew, If was during: ‘his 
visit that Lenin wrote to Gorki 
praising “the wonderful 
Georgian” almost as though he 
—were a new find. 
Returning to Petrograd, Stalin 
was betrayed by an agent- 
provocateur and sent to Siberia. 
He was not - to leave if until he 
was released four yours later by 
the -Tsarist regime in Mare 
1917, : : 


The editor 


He arrived in Pctrograd to 
find himself the senior Bolshevik 
In the capital, and until Lenin's 
return three weeks later he was 
the actual lender of the party, 
He was, however, still a minor 
figure little known to the masses, 
and he himself was well aware 


of the fact. 
With the return of Trotsky 


from his Canadian exile in May, 


Stalin's role became even more 
subsidiary. During the seven 
months before — the Bolshevik 
revolution in November 1917, 
Lenin and Trotsky were the 
great Mgures, and Stalin, not yet 
at ease with the more. brilllant 
emigre intellectuals, proferred to 
work behind the scenes and to 
content himself with the editor- 
ship of Rabechyl Put, then the 
cover-name of Pravda. 

Lenin, who was foreed to go 
into hiding, was the Inspirer and 
initlater of the revolution, the 
mon who, ‘in fact, held the party 
together. But os President of 
tho Revolutionary Military Com- 
mittee, Trotsky ‘was the leader 
and organiser of tho’ rising.

Praise for Trotsky 


This vain-glory on Stalin's 
part wos both unnecessary and 
stupid; unnecessary because 
Stalin himself. subsequeritly 
achieved sufficient power and 
fame to satisfy ‘‘even the most 
ambitious potentate; stupid be- 
caise, as Mr Deutscher says in 
his admirable biography, “in spite 
of their best intentions and 
indubitable zeal,’ the officipl 
Sovict historlans have not been 


crthodox executor of his policy. 
Legend ond historical falsificn- 
tions make {ft olmost impossible 


av define the exact nature of.the 


relations beween the two men. 

NL as he was, Lenin foresaw 
the likelihood « of a split in the 
Party after his death, and in 
ah article published in Pravda 
in March 1923, he made a 
crushing attuck on Stalin whom 
he accused of “playing into tha 
hands of our Soviet and Party 
bureaucracy.” Nevertheless, he 
had a shrewd sense of Stalin's 
value as ao‘mun of actlon, and 
it is unlikely that his criticisms 
moant anything more thon ao 
cautionary rebuke. 

Lenin died In January 1924, 
and the question of the succes 
sion. settled itself, Trotsky was 
recuperating in -the Caucasus. 
Stalin was in Moscow, and the 
man on the spot triumphed. 
With his characteristic comblna- 
tion of canniness and ruthless- 
ness he proceeded to consolidate 
his personal position and to pre« 
pare the way for the triumph of 
Communism In one ‘country. 

Four alms governed his policy. 
To be. free from capitalist 
encirclement, the Soviet Union 
must be strong and unified, To 
be strong the Soviet Union had 
to be industrialised. To be 
effectively industrialised agcicul- 
ture had to be mechanised, and 
collectivised and the surplus 
peasant population « drafted Into 
industry. To have a free hand

Moreover, Stalin ts the best 
witness against himself, for 
exactly a year after the revolu- 
tun he wrote for Pravda an 
anniversary article in which he 
ascribed to Trotsky 
eredit for the success of the 
rising, The pratse was_meant to 
be fnint, but today it is more 
damning to Stalin than to 
Trotsky, for, although the culogy 
has been expunged from Stalin's 
works, copies of Pravda exist 
abrvuad. 

1 myself, can bear witness ‘tu 
the comparative insignifcance 
of Stalin during the frst months 
after the revolution, for I havo 
in my possession an album of 
Bolshevik portraits, ‘published in 
1918. It contains 
several portraits of Lenin and 
Trotsky, of other leading 
Bolsheviks, and, indecd, of many 
minor figures who have long 
since been forgotten, There Is no 
portralt of Stalin. 

Stalin, however, knew how to
